Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 

to Private Bills 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in: the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bull 
be received after the first four weeks of

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session:— 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 


Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of

There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time. Further particulars can 
be had on application to the undersigned.

Division V.—Building Regulation

Interim Electoral Area Directors 

5. Until the first elected Directors to 
represent the electoral areas take office 
as provided herein, the following persons 
are appointed interim Directors to repre- 
sent the electoral areas: Electoral Area 
A—Edward Vesak; Electoral Area B— 
Alvin Dixon; Electoral Area C—Frank 
Cook; Electoral Area D—T. Bachan; 
and Electoral Area E—Dr. Roger H. 
Page; and if the office of any interim 
Director hereby appointed becomes va- 
cant, the Minister of Municipal Affairs 
may appoint some other person for the 
unexpired term. 





First Meeting 
6. The first meeting of the Regional 
Board shall be on Wednesday, the 14th 
day of August, 1968, at eight o’clock in 
the afternoon, in the Martin Hotel, Ocean 
Falls, B.C. 


First Election—Electoral Area Directors 

7. The Secretary of the regional dis- 
trict shall be the Returning Officer at the 
first election of the elected Directors, and 
in the event that he is unable to act, the 
Regional Board shall appoint some other 
person in his stead. 

8. The Regional Board shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are 
required to preside at the respective 
polling-places or delegate to the Return- 
ing Officer the power to appoint such 
Deputy Returning Officers, and otherwise 
arrange for the holding of the first elec- 
tion. 

9. Nominations for the first elected 
Directors shall be held at the offices of 
the regional district on the 25th day of 
November, 1968, from ten o’clock in the 
forenoon to twelve o’clock noon. 

10. Polling, if any, at the first election 
of the elected Directors shall be held on 
the 7th day of December, 1968, from 
eight o’clock in the forenoon to eight 
o'clock in the afternoon at places deter- 
mined by the Regional Board. 

11. The provisions of subsection (2) 
of section 772 of the Municipal Act apply, 
mutatis mutandis, to the first election, 
except as otherwise provided herein.

13. The term of office of the first 
elected Directors shall run from the first 
meeting of the Regional Board following 
their election until noon on the Ist day 
of February, 1971, or until their suc- 
cessor is sworn in, which ever is the later. 


Current Borrowing Power 
14. Until the annual budget for the 
year 1969 is adopted, the sums of money 
which may be borrowed to meet the cur- 
rent lawful expenditures of the regional 
district may in the aggregate equal three 
thousand dollars ($3,000). 


Adoption of By-laws 


15. Notwithstanding sections 172 and 
223 of the Municipal Act, any by-law 
which does not require approval, consent, 
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Or assent under the provisions of the 
Municipal Act or any other Act prior to 
the adoption of the by-law may be adopted 
at the same meeting of the Regional 
Board at which it passed third reading, 
provided the motion for adoption receives 
an affirmative vote of a majority of the 
Directors having among them a majority 
of the votes. 


Division II.—Local Works 
and Services 


With respect to that part of the re- 
gional district not within a city, district, 
town, or village, the regional district has 
all the powers of a district municipality 
under Part XVI of the Municipal Act 
except sections 589 and 590, and the 
provisions of the said Part, except sections 
589 and 590, apply mutatis mutandis.

3. The members of the Cariboo Re-

liams Lake, Village of 100 Mile 
House: 
(b) Unorganized areas: Unorganized 


Areas A, B, C,.D, EB, F...G, H, I, 
and J, the boundaries of which shall 
correspond to the boundaries of the 
electoral areas of the Cariboo Re- 
gional District as set out in Appen- 
dix A of the Letters Patent under 
which the said regional district was 
incorporated. 

4. The population deemed to be a vot- 
ing unit is 2,500. 

5. The Board of Directors of the Cari- 
boo Regional Hospital District shall exer- 
cise the powers and carry out the duties 
assigned to regional hospital districts in 
the Regional Hospital Districts Act, the 
regulations made thereunder, and these 
Letters Patent in accordance with the pro- 
visions thereof. 

6. The boundaries of the Cariboo Re- 
gional Hospital District constituted herein 
are the same as the boundaries of the said 
Cariboo Regional District constituted un- 
der the Municipal Act; therefore, pursu- 
ant to section 11 (2) of the Regional Hos- 
pital Districts Act, the Directors and AI- 
ternate Directors of the said Cariboo 
Regional District from time to time shall 
be the Directors and Alternate Directors 
of the Cariboo Regional Hospital District. 

7. The first meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Cariboo Regional Hos- 
pital District shall be held in the Coun- 
cil Chambers, Municipal Hall, Williams 
Lake, on August 1, 1968, immediately 
following the meeting of the Regional 
Board of the said Cariboo Regional 
District. 

8. The powers, duties, and obligations 
of the Cariboo Regional Hospital District, 
hereinafter referred to as the “district,” 
are those matters enumerated in the Act, 
the regulations, and these Letters Patent, 
and in addition the district shall establish 
a Regional Hospital Advisory Committee 
as soon as possible. The said Committee 
shall, when requested by the Board, re- 
view the hospital projects proposed by 
the boards of management of the hos- 
pitals in the district and recommend 
priorities and revisions thereto if deemed 
necessary, and shall also recommend re- 
gional programmes for the establishment 
and improvement of hospitals and hos- 
pital facilities in the district for presenta- 
tion to the Board and to the British Co- 
lumbia Hospital Insurance Service for 
approval. The membership of the said 
Committee shall include persons repre- 
senting the hospital corporations in the 
district and such other persons as may be 
appointed by the Board, together with 
such persons as may be appointed by the 
Minister from time to time. 

9. The district is empowered and shall, 

(a) subject to the approval of the Min- 

ister and in the manner directed by 
him pursuant to clause (c) of sub- 
section (1) of section 21 of the Act, 
assume the annual debt charges 
(principal and interest) of the mem- 
ber municipalities with respect to 
debentures issued for the purpose of 
financing hospital projects which are 
issued and outstanding, to the extent 
that the proceeds from the sale of 
such debentures were paid to a hos- 
pital corporation or the district for 
such purpose: 


(b) reimburse a member municipality 
which has provided moneys on or 
before the date of incorporation of 
the district, for the capital financing 
of hospital projects from funds 
other than money obtained from 
the sale of debentures. Such reim- 
bursement shall be made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this 
clause. The sums disbursed for 
such purpose, when approved by 
the Minister, shall, for the purposes 
of the Act, be deemed to be deben- 
ture debt issued by that munici- 
pality for a term of twenty years, 
with interest at five per centum per 
annum, payable in equal annual in- 
stalments of principal and interest 
combined, and the year of issue 
shall be deemed to be the year in 
which the Council of the said mu- 
nicipality made the disbursement. 
In accordance with the directions 
prescribed by the Minister pursuant 
to clause (a), the district shall either 
pay to the municipality annually 
the remaining unpaid instalments as 
if the municipality was the pur- 
chaser of the debentures deemed to 
have been issued, or, alternatively, 
the said unpaid instalments shall be 
commuted by the Board, provided 
that where the Minister determines 
that moneys provided by a munici- 
pality on or after July 1, 1967, to 
a hospital project constituted a tem- 
porary advance, the municipality 
shall be reimbursed by a lump-sum 
payment made by the Board; 

(c) include in the annual budget of the 
district the sums required for the 
purposes of clauses (a) and (b). 

For the purposes of paragraph 9, each 
of the following hospital improvement 
districts shall be deemed to be a member 
municipality: Cariboo Hospital Improve- 
ment District No. 2, Central Cariboo 
Hospital Improvement District No. 22, 
100 Mile House Hospital Improvement 
District No. 28. 

10. On or before October 31, 1968, 
each member municipality to which para- 
graph 9 applies shall submit to the Board 
and to the Minister a statement giving the 
details of the matters referred to in para- 
graph 9 as of the date or dates specified 
by the Minister under paragraph 9.
